CONSTANCE FAUNT 
LE ROY RUNCIE 


Mrs. Contance Faunt 
Le Roy 
Runcie, a resident of St. Joseph, 
Missouri, for forty years, not only 
gained national recognition as a 
club woman but also became well 
known as an author and composer. 
Constance Faunt Le Roy, the 
granddaughter of Robert Owen, a 
philanthropist who was sometimes 
called the father of co-operative 
socialism, was born in Indianapo­ 
lis, Indiana, on January 15, 1836, 
one hundred and five years ago. 
There she was educated under her 
uncles one of whom, Robert Dale 
Owen, an Indiana legislator, was 
the original exponent of women’s 
rights and a personal friend and 
adviser of Abraham Lincoln. 
At the age of sixteen, Constance 
Faunt Le Roy went to Europe with | 
her mother and her uncle, Robert i 
Dale Owen, who had become Uni- j 
ted States Ambassador to the Ital-1 
ian court. The young girl spent al- j 
most six years abroad in study and 
travel, becoming quite an accom­ 
plished student in languages, art, 
dancing, piano, and composition. 
While there she also 
became 
a; 
convert to religion and devoted 
much of her time thereafter to the 
work of the church. 
She returned 
to 
the 
United 
States either late in 1858 or early 
1859 and on April 9, 1861 she m ar­ 
ried Dr. James Runcie, an Episco­ 
pal rector. She went with her hus­ 
band first to his 
rectorship 
in 
Madison. Indiana, and in 1871 to 
St. Joseph, Missouri, 
where 
she 
lived the rest of her life. 
On December 13, 1859, she or­ 
ganized the ^Jinerva Club in New 
Harmony, Indiana. This club w as; 
generally conceded to be the first 
worrnen’s club organized in 
the 
United States with a written con­ 
stitution and bylaws and following1 
regular parliam entary 
procedure.! 
It preceded by 
nine 
years 
the 
famous Sorosis Club of New York 
City. 
Mrs. Runcie organized the Bron­ 
te club in 
Madison. 
Indiana, 
in 
1867, and the Runcie club of St. 
Joseph in 1894. The latter, which 
still tears her name, was a liter­ 
ary and musical club 
operating 
under the motto 1 The World is 
Woman’s Book.” It soon became a 
member of the Missouri Federa­ 
tion of Woman’s Clubs and has had 


¡ u i a f l M a * 
a prominent place in the federa­ 
tion and among St. Joseph clubs. 
In recognition of her contribu­ 
tion to club work in the country, 
'h e General Federation of 
Wo­ 
men’s Clubs at its biennial m eet­ 
ing at St. Paul in 1906, conferred 
upon Mrs. Funcie the title “Moth­ 
er of Clubs.” At Eostcn two years 
later, she was the recipient of ad­ 
ditional honors, arid the 
Runcie 
club in SP Joseph made her per­ 
petual president. Her old home in 
New Harm ony was purchased re­ 
cently by the Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs as a club memorial. 
In addition to being a club wo­ 
man of national importance, Mrs. 
Runcie was a versatile composed, 
publishing about forty works, one- 
half of wliich were religious. Ac­ 
cording to tradition, she never had 
a musical composition refused by 
a publisher. She might have be­ 
come a famous concert pianist if 
a spinal affliction had not inter­ 
fered. 
Mrs. Runcie was a 
w riter 
of 
marked ability. H er first published 
work was a small volume of poet­ 
ry, “Poems, Dramatic and Lyric,” 
which appeared in 1888. This was 
followed in 1891 by a short story 
entitled “A 
Burning 
Question,” 
and in 1895 by an autobiography, 
“Divinely Led.” She also complet­ 
ed two unpublished 
novels 
and 
read numerous papers and poems 
before various groups of women. 
It was not unusual for the Runcie 
club in St. Joseph to 
present 
a 
i. rogram made entirely 
of 
her 
work. 
In St. Joseph, Mrs. Runcie and 
her husband established the Christ 
Churrh league for the purpose cf 
stimulating interest in art and lit­ 
erature. There ""also was edited a 
church paper for six years, was 
vice-oresident of the social science 
club of Kansas and western Mis­ 
souri. and chairman of the com­ 
mittee on music and dram a that 
represented the city at the Chi­ 
cago exposition in 1893. Moreover, 
she was an honorary vice-presi­ 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 
In 1897, an accident deprived 
her of her hearing. She died on 
May 17, 1911, and was buried in 
Mt Mora cemetery in St. Joseph.

by 
four children.

“Irish potatoes? Not much! This 
Indian woman can tell you ‘th at 
the potato is a native of Peru. Her 
ancestors were cooking and eating 
the tasty tubers hundreds of years 
before the Irish 
ever 
heard 
of 
them. The potato traveled widely 
and experienced many transplant­ 
ings before it reached Ireland. The 
plants were carried from Peru to 
Spain, in the first place—early in 
the sixteenth century when the 
conquistadores returned from the 
New World. 
In 1560, 
when 
the 
Spaniards were colonizing Florida, 
the strange edible plant traveled 
along with them. After Sir Frances 
Drake and other British adventur­ 
ers had taken their fling at the 
New World the 
strange

plant made its debut in the British 
Isles. 
It was almost two centuries be­ 
fore the lowly potato was received 
in the best society on the Isles and 


! in Europe. 
After a bit of press 
agenting,

Greatest of All Earthquakes 
Recalled in Current Magazine 


By Victor Hugo Robesen

Shortly before the first flush of 
dawn on the morning of Nov. 16, 
1811, while the night birds were 
still finding their eerie and 
m e­ 
lancholy song to the darkness, a 
party of boatmen anchored to an 
island in 
the 
Mississippi 
just 
above a point known as Devil's 
Channel, near Chickasaw Bluffs, 
Missouri, were awakened 
by 
a 
terrific rocking of their craft. 
The precipitous banks 
of 
the 
river above and below the island 
resumed their plunge into 
the 
rolling current, bearing more for­ 
est with them. 
Starting at 2 o’clock, there were 
27 shocks before daybreak, each 
preceded by a flash of fire 
and 
subterranean 
cannonading 
that 
rose like an overture 
of 
doom. 
When the light of 
day 
at 
last 
struggled mercifully on the night, 
its vaporous glow soon vanished 
behind a new curtain of darkness 
raised by a shock as violent as the 
first two, which were the greatest 
of the long series to follow. 


FEW FELT SHOCK 


So was manifested this 
earth­ 
quake which began shaking 
the 
Mississippi basin in pioneer days, 
one of the earth’s most unique and 
tremendous 
convulsions, 
a n d 
whose recurrence today would re­ 
sult in carnage and 
destruction 
more terrible and complete than 
any other in the history of 
the 
world. 
Nearly forgotten now 
because 
of the sparsely populated nature 
of the area at 
the 
time, 
these 
shocks were felt throughout 
all 
settled portions 
of 
the 
United 
States, exceeding in every aspect 
of 
earthquake 
phenomena 
the 
subsequent shocks at Charleston 
and San Francisco. 
The affected area extended from 
Lake St. Clair in the north to the 
Gulf of Mexico, from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Atlantic sea­ 
board. 
For 14 months not a day 
passed without a shock, and not 
until after two years did the dis­ 
turbances cease entirely. The be­ 
ginning three months were m ark­ 
ed by almost continuous shaking, 
1874 shocks altogether. 67 between 
Nov. 16 and Dec. 
28. 
eight

these violently destructive. 
The thick skins of the 
earth, 
clear down to the deep sub-sur­ 
face deposits buried when 
the 
world was young, shivered like 
gravel in a sifter, erupting hot 
sand, water, and carbonized wood, 
blown out by gas through w ell­ 
like craters. 
Thirteen miles above the settle­ 
m ent of New Madrid. Mo., on a 
day in February another party of 
boatmen floundered in the grip of 
the disintegration. 
The river had reversed itself. 
So violent was the 
tossing 
of 
the boat that they were obliged 
to hold onto their headgear. G rad­ 
ually the river resumed its nor­ 
m al direction, but m aintaining its 
mad churning 
and 
alternately 
rushing and halting under the in­ 
fluence of the upthrusts and sink­ 
ings of the bed. 
Six miles farther 
downstream 
they came to a cataract six feet 
high extending across the 
river 
and a half mile long, a cataract 
which had not been there before, 
it was torn by whirlpools where 
the water rushed imo holes in the 
bottom.

On the felled trees the trem ­ 
bling people perched 
chattering 
for deliverance, certain the end 
of the world was upon them. The 
town had sunk 12 feet, and the

i than this, there was no premoni­ 
tory warning, except a darkened 
sky, which they assumed to her­ 
ald a rainstorm. 
When the first 
shock broke, it was as if the earth 
had gone into a shimmy dance. 
A black ooze bubbled from the 
cracks and craters 
which 
soon 
reached 
to

bellies. 
Water spewed up in geysers as 
high as the tallest trees, accom­ 
panied by the hiss of escaping gas 
which in a few minutes had sat- 
ured the atmosphere with a sul­ 
phurous vapor, making breathing 
difficult. 
Streams became poison­ 
ed with sulphur for stretches of 
hundreds of miles, deadly to any 
life which drank of them.

LAKE IS REMINDER 


While memory of this dram atic 
chapter in American geologic an­ 
nals has dimmed, 
the 
traveler 
through the region finds much to 
tell of its occurrence. 
In addition 
to Reelfoot Lake, he finds, “sand 
blows.” mounds of 
pure 
white 
sand three to four feet high and 
up to 100 yards wide dotting the 
countryside . . . the sand so pure 
it refuses to support vegetation. 
Abundant springs trill from the 
hillsides in shaded solitude, and 
barren places remain w here hills 
and bluffs slipped to a more dem ­ 
ocratic level with the m ajority 
terrain. 
Artesian wells send up 
perpetual jets of icy, sparkling 
water. 
What caused this epic of sub­ 
terranean chaos, this disturbance 
that has few, if any, 
parallels? 
By all the known rules, it should 
not have happened. Many of its 
features are without 
precedent.

changes in topography, but it was

C ONSTANCE FAUNT 
LE ROY RCNCIE 


Mrs. Contance Faunt 
Le Roy 
Runcie. a resident of St. Joseph. 
Missouri, for forty years, not only 
gained national recognition as a 
club woman but also became well 
known as an author and composer. 
Constance Faunt 
Le Roy, the 
granddaughter of Robert Owen, a 
pl'ilanthiopist who was sometimes 
called the father of co-operative 
socialism, was born in Indianapo­ 
lis, Indiana, on January 15, 1836. 
one hundred and five years ago 
There she was educated under her 
uncles one of whom, Robert Dale 
Owen, an Indiana legislator, was 
the original exponent of women’s 
rights ar.d a personal friend and 
adviser of Abraham Lincoln. 
At the age of sixteen, Constance 
Faunt Le Roy went to Europe with 
her mother and her uncle, Robert 
Dale Owen, who had become Uni­ 
ted States Ambassador to the Ital­ 
ian ccurt. The young girl spent al­ 
most six years abroad in study and 
travel, becoming quite an accom­ 
plished student in languages, art, 
dancing, piano, and composition. 
While there she also 
became 
a 
convert to religion and devoted 
much of her time thereafter to the 
work of the church. 
She returned 
to 
the 
United 
States either late in 1858 or earlv 
1859 and on April 9. 1861 she m a r­ 
ried Di Jam es Runcie, an Episco­ 
pal rector. She went with her hus­ 
band first to his 
rectorship 
in 
Madison. Indiana, and in 1871 to 
St. Joseph. Missouri, 
wher*1 
she 
lived the rest of her life. 
On December 13. 1859. she or­ 
ganized the ^linerva Club in New 
Harmony, Indiana. This club was 
generally conceded to be the first 
womnen's club organized in 
the 
United States with a written con- 
stituticn and bylaws and following 
regular parliam entary 
procedure. 
It preceded by 
nine 
years 
the 
famous S^rosis Club of New York 
City. 
Mrs. Runcie organized the Bron­ 
te club m 
Madison.

1867. and the Runcie club of St. 
Joseph in 1894 The latter, which

W oman’s Book.’ It soon became a

In recognition of her contribu­

upon Mrs ru n cie the title “Moth-

*he Federation of Wo­ 
m en’: Cluos as a club memorial. 
In addition to being a club wo­ 
man of national importance, Mrs. 
Runcie was a versatile composed, 
publishing about forty works, one- 
half of which were religious. Ac­ 
cording to tradition, she never had 
a musical composition refused by 
a publisher. She might have be­ 
come a famous concert pianist ;f 
a spinal affliction had not inter­ 
fered.

and 
read numerous papers and poems 
before various groups of women.

In St. Joseph. Mrs. Runcie and 
her husband established the Christ 
Chut h leneue for the purpose c* 
stimulating interest in art and lit- 
eratvre. There TiLo was edded a 
church paper for six years, was 
vice-oresident of the social science 
club cf K n : - and western Mis­ 
souri. and chairm an of ‘he com­ 
mittee on music and dram a that 
lepresented the city at the Chi­ 
cago exposition in 1 «393.

Good Plan Adequate Space 
Should Govern Closet Design 


Architects Use 
Seen Increasing 


One gratifying measure of prog­ 
ress in the matter of architectural 
design noted in recent months by 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion is the growing use by prospec­ 
tive home builders of the services 
of architects. 
This is reflected in 
the 
plans | 
which accompany applications for 
mortgage insurance reaching the 
various state and district offices of | 
the FHA. 
Although the FH A does not in­ 
sist that an architect be hired to 
draw plans of a proposed house it 
does insist that houses offered as 
security for mortgages to be 
in­ 
sured by it must be well designed. 
The employment of an architect 
to design a house is a sensible and 
economic step. The architect can 
often make savings in construc­ 
tion costs, as well as in the use of 
space. Being acquainted with new 
materials, new methods of apply­ 
ing them, and new types of equip­ 
ment, he can suit the house to the 
needs of the family. 
The architect can plan for 
the 
most economical use of structural 
materials. 
He can 
suggest 
the 
elimination 
of 
certain 
elements 
from the house which are expen­ 
sive in proportion to their actual 
use. 
Because of his knowledge of 
planning he may be able to save 
the family from making costly ad­ 
ditions and changes to the house 
during construction. 


Closets and storage 
nooks 
are 
simply “ places to put things,” as 
housekeepers often remark. 
Federal Housing Administration 
officials say that storage space net 
only is an absolute necessity in the 
home but it also must be well plan­ 
ned and adequate in size. 
Fam ily possessions -and 
family 
housekeeping habits vary, and it 
is therefore difficult to establish 
fixed standards for 
clcsets.

FH A, however, requires that in the 
construction of a new home there 
; should be a minimum of one closet 
for each bedroom, a coat closet, a 
linen closet, and a closet for clean­ 
ing and other equipment.

In houses of traditional design, 
j storage space is generally provided 
either in a basement or an attic. 
In many modern 
houses, 
even 
those which are not of so-called 
modern design, both 
attic

eliminated. 
This is justifiable if adequate space 
for storage is provided in other 
parts of the house. 
As a rule, the shallow closet is 
considered to be the most econom­ 
ical and can be rrost conveniently 
arranged, provided the opening is 
nearly as long as the closet itself. 
When the closet is long, two doors 
usually prove 
more 
convenient 
than one wide door. 
An 
ordinary 
bedroom 
closet 
need not be more than about 24 
inches deep, since coat hangers are 
only 18 inches across. About six 
inches should be allowed below 
garments for cleaning purposes af­ 
ter the hanging rods have been 
installed.
